The  followiitg  report  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  MACV  Directive  Number 
335-a. 

1.  General:  ‘On  10  August,  the  Brigade  deployed  to  the  portion  of  Phoue  tvf 
Province  known  as  the  Nap  Tao  Secret  Zone,  suOcing  it  the  first  US  force  to  con¬ 
duct  operations  in  that  area.  After  Operation  "Toledo"  began,  interrogation  of 
captured  VC  indicated  that  the  VC  forces  started  to  depart  the  area  when  the  Bri¬ 
gade  arrived.  The  Brigade  further  deployed  to  Cam  My  area  In  an  attenpt  to  cub 
off  the  retreat  of  the  VC  forces.  OPORD  17-66  (Operation  "Toledo*)  was  issued  on 

B  August  1966,  outlining  plans  fo^^his  operation.

(3)  Reaulta:  During  Operation  "Toledo”,  3/319th  Artillery  fired 
1,1,21  alBslons,  expanding  31*503  rounds.  Supporting  Artillery  expended  17,417 
rounds.  No  opposition  was  encountered,  on  LZ's  prepared  by  Artillery.  During 
one  VC  contact,  tbs  enaay  fled  when  Artillery  was  delivered.  No  affective  dater- 
alnation  of  aetual  daaage  to  the  eneav  was  posclble  because  the  heavy  foliage 
and  high  canopy  restricted  observation  both  from  the  ground  and  from  the  air.  At 
no  time  was  Artillery  rsported  as  "falling  among  VC  forces". 

(4)  Timeliness:  Artillery  fire  fell  into  two  distinct  category 
lee  during  the  operation:  fire  on  suspect  VC  locations  and  fire  in  support  of 
elements  during  contact.  Fire  for  units  during  contact  was  timely  and  no  firing 
delays  were  experienced.  However,  when  no  contact  was  Involved,  safety  consid¬ 
eration  caused  routine,  delays  to  insure  that  no  friendly  troope  were  in  the  tar¬ 
get  area  and  that  no  aircraft  were  flying  in  the  path  of  the  trajectory.  In  many 
cases,  the  lack  of  air  eorridores,  and  aircraft  not  adhering  to  established  corri- 
dores  delayed  fire  but  when  contacts  were  involved,  no  delays  were  experienced.

Alratrikea  were  (replanned  with  taryeta  bein^*  provided  by  intelligence  sources. 

All  targets  were  struck  with  no  deviation.  One  immediate  air  '■equeat  was  flown 
to  support  the  extraction  of  LHRF  BAKACUDA  at  Ti  620210.  Airborne  FAC  directed 
the  strike  of  aircraft  with  CBU  and  napalm.  Tlie  DcHl’  was  successfully  extracted. 

(4)  Timeliness;  The  immediate  air  requeat  was  extremely  timely 
during  the  incident  mentioned  in  paragrapli  9~b-(3)  above.  All  other  strikes 
were  executed  immediately  upon  request. 

C5)  Air  request  Net  Used;  Preplanned  air  requests  were  made  through 
Army  channels  by  telephone.  S3  air  requested  strikes  through  II  FFORCEV,  and  03 
requested  through  TASE  (Army  Tan  Son  Nhut  Air  Base).  Immediate  air  requests 
went  through  the  Brigade  TACO  (Air  Force)  to  the  III  Corps  DASC,  who  scrambled 
the  aircraft.  These  aircraft  could  be  on  target  in  15  minutes.

One  (1)  UH-ID  helicopter  had  tall 
rotor  failure  and  crashed  Into  the  Jungle,  killing  1  and  Injuring  2.  One  (i)

(4)  Timeliness; 

(a)  Dustoff  was  accomplished  with  a  minimum  of  time  lag. 

(b)  Resupply  was  maintained  with  exceptional  dispatch. 

(c)  All  hellborne  assaults  were  executed  with  negligible 
delay  thereby  reducing  exposure  time  in  the  Ui  area.

(b)  Coanencing  at  203O  hours,  the  second  platoon  fired  HIcl 
with  M-70's.  The  Third  Platoon  ])eceived  two  incoming  grenades  at  2208  Hours,  but 
there  ware  no  casualties.  Fire  with  M-16'b  was  returned  with. unknown  results. 

At  2330  hove,  the  mortar  platoon  received  two  grenades,  and  five  (5)  VC  were  ob¬ 
served.

(c)  At  06a^  hour*,  i;2  August,  the  third  platoon  departed  to 
escort  3/319th  Arty  aleBanta  to  Position  Granada  and  returned  without  Incident 
at  181^  hours. 

(d)  During  the  next  two  nights,  H&l  fire  and  patrols  were  en- 
ployed  to  aid  in  nalntaining  periaeter  security.  At  0700  hours,  14  August,  D/l6th 
Armor  departed  with  K/I7th  Cav  and  Engineers  east  on  Highway  1  on  a  roadrunner 
mission.  During  the  adeslon,  two  (2)  VC  were  captured  by  E/l7th  Cav.  E/l7th 

Cav  personnel  were  wounded  by  a  claysKsre  mins  requiring  a  dustoff .  The  Engineers 
repaired  one  damaged  bridge  at  TT  675033.  No  further  eontact  was  made  and  the 
company  returned  to  Position  Castile,  arriving  at  1715  hours. 

(a)  On  15,  17  and  16  Axjgust,  D/l6th  Armor  provided  convoy 
and  highway  security  between  Position  CastUs  and  Granada  keeping  the  route  open 
and  free  of  ene«y  activity  through  recon  by  fire,  show  of  force  activities,  and 
airstrikes  by  Air  Force  elements. 

(f)  HicI  fire  and  patrols  were  continually  used  by  D/l6th 
Armor  during  the  nights  to  aid  in  maintainance  of  perimeter  security.  Suspected 
movestsnt  was  heard  on  the  nights  of  the  17th  and  2lBt  of  August.  Grenades  were 
thrown  bub  the  results  were  unknown. 

(g)  At  O63O  hours,  22  August,  D/l6th  Armor  and  S/lTth  Cav  re¬ 
trieved  the  Artillery  and  Infantry  elements  situated  at  Position  Granada.  The 
company  returned  at  I83O  hours  without  enesgr  contact. 

(h)  At  0630  hours,  23  August,  D/l6th  Armor  Joined  the  convoy 
to  Position  Washington  south  of  Xuah  iioc  arriving  at  1245  hours.  On  24  August, 
no  missions  were  assigned  to  D/l6th  Armor.  At  0845  hours,  25  August,  D/l6th 
Armor,  E/17th  Car  and  attached  Infantry  elements  executed  a  roadrunner  mission 
'south  on  Route  2  to  Position  Rad  in  the  proocimity  of  the  TS  60  grid  line.  At 
1100  hours,  a  mortar  AFC  was  damaged  beyond  repair  by  a  VC  pressure  mins  at  TS 
463817.  Ths  company  returned  upon  completion  of  the  mission  at  1710  hours. 
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(t)  Un  *!6  Au({utiL,  anoLhar  roadruiuiar/aaarch  and  daatroy  mls- 
8 Ion  was  conducted .  Fkrticular  attention  was  K^ven  to  a  euspecLed  VC  village  at 
YS  4^92  and  the  surrounding  area.  Autoaatic  fire  was  received  at  YS  4585  and  the 
area  was  recot\njvl  by  lire  and  buildings  burned,  Ntunerous  tunnels,  foxholes  and 
underground  bunkers  ware  found  and  searched.  All  were  in  excess  of  one  month 
old  and  they  revealed  negative  supplies.  Another  AHC  wts  dansged  by  a  pressure 
mine  at  YS  45b874.  Vehicles  from  E/17th  Cav  and  Engineers  were  also  damaged  by 
by  mines.  No  personnel  from  D/16th  Armor  sustained  injuries. 

(j)  On  28  August,  while  participating  in  a  roadrunner/seareh 
and  destroy  mission,  the  HQ  AHC  was  damaged  beyond  repair.  This  occured  on  Route 
2  ls»«*he  vicinity  of  Ap  Cu  Bo  at  0925  houre.  The  driver  suffered  a  minor  injury 
and  the  APC  was  returned  to  base  camp.  The  company  returned  to  base  camp  at  I83O 
hours  along  with  another  damaged  APC  which  was  retrieved  from  Positon  Red  where  it 
was  disabled  on  23  August, 

(k)  On  the  28th  through  the  3iBt  of  August,  no  missions  were 
assigned  and  the  days  ware  used  for  maintenance  of  vehicles. 

(l)  On  1  Soptmeber,  the  village  of  Cam  My  was  enveloped  by 
E/17th  Cav  and  D/16th  Armor,  and  attached  infantry  eleMnts  were  dismounted  and 
Instrxieted  to  clear  bulldinge  of  all  personnel.  The  village  Inhabitants  were 
gathered  at  the  village  center  and  given  limited  amout  of  clothing  and  medical 
supplies.  Later  the  inhabitants  were  determined  to  be  VC  dependents  and  sup¬ 
porters  and  no  further  aid  was  given. 

(m)  On  2  Septmeber,  D/l6th  Armor  and  E/l7th  Cav  eras  dispatched 
to  Position  Ruby  at  YS  4817  to  provide  perimeter  security  for  incoming  infantry  el¬ 
ements.  No  contact  was  met  and  the  company  returned  to  Position  Washington  at 
I630  hoxirs. 

(n)  At  0930  hours,  3  September,  0/l6th  Armor  closed  down  its 
area  at  Position  Washington  and  Joined  TF  Saber  enroute  to  Position  Ruby.  At 
1130  hours,  the  company  arrived  at  Poaition  Ri^,  establlehed  a  new  base  camp  at 
TS  418878,  and  by  1630  houre  land  line  caanavlcatioas  were  established. 
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(o)  On  U  SuptombBr,  D/16th  Armor,  K/l7th  Cav  an  AHVN  armorod 
unit,  and  attached  Infantry  were  aant  to  Inveatl^^ate  reported  VC  atronf.holds  In 
the  Don  Dion  d'On^  area.  Many  freoh  foxholes  and  trails  leading  into  the  Jungle 
wore  found,  and  a  number  of  VC  were  later  sighted  heading  north  out  of  the  area. 

The  area  was  cleared  of  all  inhabitants  and  evacuated  to  Xuan  Loc  by  the  ARVN. 

(p)  On  5  September,  the  first  and  third  platoons  dojjartod  base 
camp  at  083.0  hours  to  escort  a  supply  convoy  to  Xuan  Loc,  returning,  at  1530  hours 
without  incident. 

(q)  The  6th  of  September  was  allocated  for  maintenance  of  veh¬ 
icles.  At  1230  hours,  7  September,  the  base  camp  position  was  vacated.  At  I63O 
hours,  all  elements  arrived  at  Bien  Hoa  base  camp,  '.riding  Operation  "Toledo". 

(3)  Results:  The  mobility,  fire  power,  and  armor  protection  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  APC's  and  the  armed  mortars,  was  to  a  great  advantage  in  conjunction 
with  roadrunner  operations  and  escort  missions.  They  reduced  injury  by  mines  and 
served  as  a  deterrent  to  VC  action. 

(4)  Timeliness:  The  speed  of  the  APC's  in  the  Armor  company  en¬ 
abled  it  to  accomplish  many  missions  on  time  and  in  good  order.

1.  Intelligence  reports  indicated  the  suspected  location 
of  the  5th  VC  Division  Headquarters,  vicinity  IS  686736.  On  14  August,  a  decision 
Mds  to  attack  tbs  suspected  target  with  armed  helicopters,  preceded  by  aerial 
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dalivory  of  CS.  At  1645  hours,  4  UH-lfi  (ras  ship)  Attsok  was  ude  At  seventy 
knots.  At  trsstop  level,  with  two  srasd  helicopters  sccoapenylng,  flrlni;  supfrec- 
slvs  firs.  A  totsl  of  172  CS  grensdsa  were  delivered  In  a  11ns  source  from  TS 
683732  to  IS  683738.  Heavy  Autoatatle  weapons  fire  was  received  froa  the  target 
area  but  no  hi.s  were  sustained.  Froa  16 50  to  17CK>  hours,  four  arned  helicopters 
Attacked  the  target  area  with  7.62aB  aachlnegun  fire,  40nn  grenades,  2.75"  rocket 
fire  and  aerial  delivery  of  thirty-two  (32)  81m  aortar  rounds,  A  concentration 
of  CS  gas  was  obssi^ed,  which  covered  a  unlfora  area,  500  -  600  aeters  dcwnwlnd 
prior  to  dissipation  of  the  visible  vap)or  cloud.  No  evaluation  of  results  was 
possible  because  the  target  was  covered  by  Jungle  foliage. 

2.  Intelligence  reports  indicated  a  VC  RAR  center  was 
operating,  vicinity  IT  867151,  within  the  Brigade  TAi'R.  A  decision  was  made  to 
attack  the  target  with  TAC  air  preceded  by  aerial  delivery  of  CS.  The  UH-IB  (gas 
ship)  run  was  made  at  I3OO  hours,  at  treetop  level,  at  80  knots,  with  two  armed 
helicopters  accompanying,  firing  supprossive  fire.  A  total  of  222  CS  grenades 
wer«  delivered  in  a  line  souree  from  IT  865154  to  Yf  867U8.'  Automatic  weapons 
fire  was  received  from  the  target  area  resulting  in  4  hits  on  the  gas  ship.  The 
CS  attack  was  followed  by  a  preplanned  TAC  air  strike  with  three  F-lOO  aircraft 
with  heavy  bo^s  as  ordnance  load.  No  bomb  damage  assessment  was  made  by  the  FAC 
duB  to  heavy  foliage  in  the  target  area.  No  visual  analysis  was  made  of  the  sise 

and  shape  of  the  resulting  CS  gas  cloud. 

Following  the  initial  CS/aiiaed  helicopter  attack  of 
the  suspected  location  of  the  5th  VC  Division  Headquarters,  subsequent  intel- 
igence  reports  indicated  the  unit  moved  approximately  10  km  (kilometers)  north 
in  a  period  of  24  hours  following  the  strike.  Until  that  time,  indications  were 
that  the  had  retained  within  a  2  -  3  km  radius,  at  least  for  the  previous 
several  weeks.  When  the  VC  headquarters  moved  within  reach  of  heavy  artillery,  it 
was  lMsi1lBt  tIt  engaged.  All  intelligence  sources  were  unable  to  detect  activity 

for  a  period  of  several  days. 

i.  On  19  Ai«uBt  and  again  on  20  August,  intolligence 

soweeo  listed  the  swpeeted  location  of  the  5th  VC  Division  Headquarters  in  the 
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Tlclnity  of  tS  6it7B23«  An  arBed  helicopter  attack,  pireceded  Dy  a  CIl  run,  wae 
planned  for  the  afternoon  of  20  Avv>.UBt.  The  Ci5  (j'ae  ehlp)  wae  Bade  at  1615 
houre,  at  a  speed  of  80  knots,  at  treetop  level,  with  tfiree  additional  helicop¬ 
ters  firing  suprr-ssive  fire.  A  total  of  222  grenades  were  delivered  In  a  lino 
source  froa  YS  6450^6  to  TS  646820.  Heavy  autowatic  wsapwns  fire  was  received 
from  vicinity  of  target  center.  The  gas  ship  sustained  dasage  from  2  hits.  Froa 
1620  hours  to  1630  hours,  five  arned  helicopters  attacked  the  target  area  with 
7,62m  aachinegun,  40m  grenades,- 2 s7 5"  rocket  fire,  and  aerial  delivery  of  thirty- 
two  (32)  81m  Bortar  rounds.  A  concentration  of  CS  gas  was  observed  which  cov¬ 
ered  a  uniform  area  300  -  400  meters  downwind  prior  to  diesipation  of  the  visible 
vapor  cloud.  No  evaluation  of  results  was  ptossible  because  the  target  area  was 
covered  by  Jungle  foliage.  Following  the  attack,  indication  of  the  location  of 
the  headquarters  was  not  received  by  any  of  the  intelligence  sotirees  available 
until  the  closing  days  of  the  opMration.  On  those  occasions  the  location  was 
within  heavy  artillery  range  and  was  engaged  by  those  weapons. 

(b)  CS~1,  micropulverlzed,  was  employed  for  harassing  effect 

and  to  restrict  VC  use  of  prepared  positions  and  installations. 

1.  A  number  of  prepared  positions  for  a  VC  ambush  were 
located  on  Highway  1,  from  the  Junction  of  Highway  1  with  Interprovineial  Route 
4,  south  800  meters  on  the  east  side  of  the  road.  VC  intentions  to  use  the  area 
as  an  ambush  site  were  revealed  in  overlays  and  documentation  found  on  a  sus¬ 
pected  courier  in  the  previous  operation.  On  13  August,  the  positions  were  con¬ 
taminated  using  36  pounds  of  CS-1. 

2.  On  departure  from  the  Mae  Tao  area,  11  trails  aitd/or 
trail  Junctions  were  contaminated  with  CS-1  for  harassing  effect  along  VC  lines 
of  eomemnlcatlon.  The  CS  was  delivered  -hy  OT-IB  helicopter  from  1620  hours  to 
1720  hours  21  At^ust.  A  twelve  pound  container,  with  a  tim  fused  bursting  charge, 
was  dropped  on  the  trails  and/or  trail  Junctions  at  these  locations:  TS  720965, 

IS  728967,  TS  775858,  X5  81D862,  TS  790844,  TS  787922,  TS  852966,  TS  797943,

Un  Au|*uBt,  an  utitlitional  four  trails  wei'e  contam- 
inatea  uBinj-  tl.  same  meth-Ki.  The  CJ  delivered  was  left  in  the  orif^inal  [lank- 
af-ed  8  pound  baj^s  and  a  block  of  TNT.  with  an  attached  tij'o  fuse  to  rupture  the 
bap.  Ten  (lU)  S-pound  bapa  were  used  at  the  four  locations. 

Two  larpe  base  camps  and  a  larpe  cache  area  were  lo¬ 
cated  t)y  ground  troops  in  the  AO.  Upon  departure  from  the  AU,  each  camp  and  cache 
location  was  saturation  with  CS-1  after  TAC  air  delivered  heavy  boml-s. 

On  1  September,  240  pounds  of  CS-1  were  airdropped  by 
UH-lD'a  on  a  base  camp,  vicinity  TS  542851,  and  cache  area,  vicinity  YS  534858. 

CS-1  was  packaged,  fused  and  delivered  as  stated  earlier  between  I63O  hours  and 
1645  hours  on  the  21st  of  August. 

(3)  Results:  The  effect  on  the  enemy  of  this  activity  was  not  con¬ 
firmed  due  to  the  fact  that  the  target  areas  were  not  observable  and  aleo  thi' 
friendly  troops  were  not  introduced.  However,  ground  fire  indicated  that  enemy 
elements  were  st  some  of  the  locations  and  CS  has  certain  known  effects  on  people 
in  the  area  of  its  introduction. 

(4)  Timeliness:  At  all  times,  CS  missions  were  flown  at  the  time 
requested  by  the  ground  conaaanders. 

11.  Intelligence: 

a.  Eneag  Situation  Before  Operation:  The  operational  area  was  believed 
to  contain  elements  of  the  274th  VC  KF  Regiment,  the  275ih  VC  MF  Regiment,  the  5th 
VC  Division  Headquarters,  and  the  860th  Local  Force  Battalion,  The  274th  Regiment 
was  believed  to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  YS  5586,  the  275ih  Regiment  in  the  vicinity 
of  YS  5473,  and  the  5th  VC  Division  Headquarters  in  the  vicinity  of  YS  6779.  No 
specific  location  was  known  for  the  860bh  Battalion. 

b.  Snaaor  Situation  PurinK  Operation:  Ninety-five  contacts  were  made  with 
VC  forces.  Fifty-sight  of  these  were  VC  initiated.  The  largest  VC  fores  contacted 
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w*a  platoon  alea.  Exploitation  of  capturad  ovarlaya  lad  to  tha  diaeovary  and  daa- 
trutttion  of  tha  primary  and  aacondary  altarnata  baae  campa  of  tha  274th  VC  Main 
Korea  HagijMnt.  Aircraft  In  aupport  of  Bri^ada  Oparatlons  racalved  ground  flra 
on  alghtaan  occuslons,  with  tliraa  alrcralt  auatalnlng  hits. 


c.  Araa  of  Oparation: 

(1'  Waathar  Condltiona;  The  climata  within  tha  AO  was  typical  of 
tropic  Bonas  affected  by  monsoons.  Wli^ds  were  gentle  to  moderate,  with  soma 
strong  guata  during  ralnatorma.  Hainfall  was  normal  for  the  time  of  year,  occur- 
ring  mainly  daring  tha  afternoon  and  evening  hours.  Visibility  was  generally  good, 
except  for  early  morning  fog,  which  usually  dissipated  by  0800  hours.  Ceilings 
were  approximately  10,000  feet,  lowering  to  l,uu0  feet  during  rainstorms, 

(2)  Terrain;  The  area  is  characteri’.ied  by  steep  mountains,  danse 
Jungles  and  tha  surrounding  rolling  hills.  The  area  is  dominated  by  these  moun¬ 
tains;  Nui  Chua  Chan  (YT  6010)  elevation  837  meters,  Nui  May  Tuo  (YS  7491)  ele¬ 
vation  704  meters,  and  Nui  Be  (YS  8690)  elevation  874  meters,  A  portion  of  the 
AO  Included  rubber  plantations  on  both  sides  of  Interprovencial  Route  2,  and  the 
surrounding  jungle  north  of  Binh  Gia  (YS  4977) . 

d.  Support  from  172d  Ml  Detachment; 

(1)  11  Support;  This  consisted  of  imagery  interpretation  in  the 
rear  area  as  required,  as  well  as  II  Technical  support  with  the  Brigade  forward 
CP,  In  addition  the  11  Section  provided  an  aerial  observer  twice  daily  for  visual 
reconnaissance  (VR)  of  the  AO  as  directed  by  the  S2. 

(2)  Interrogation  Support; 

(a)  1,593  documents  were  processed 

(b)  6  NVA,  2  VCC,  2  deserters,  and  76  civilians  were  Interrogated, 

(3)  Maps  and  overlays  of  VC  base^^pe  and  alternate  base  camps  were 
extracted  from  documents  and  forwarded  to  the  S2  for  immediate  exploration,  A 
battalion  aised  attack  plan  for  an  \Z  with  an  alternate  plan  for  a  byway  section 


was  fwwarded. 
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(U)  VC  radio  oodaa  and  fraquunciuB  waru  ioivarded  to  ItHU. 

(5)  An  HI  Uatachment  interrogator  and  intarpretor  accompanied  a 
i/S33d  Inf  patrol  who  were  guided  to  a  VC  area  by  a  VC  captive  with  significant 
roBuItB  U\a  Ka>  lo  0077). 

(6)  A  USAK  baaeball  cap  with  a  ILT  bar  was  found  belonging  to  a  mis¬ 
sion  USA!  lAC,  It  was  forwarded  to  assist  in  deterailning  his  status. 

e.  Support  from  the  AOLth  RR  Uetachnent  consisted  of  coiMunicatlon  sec¬ 
urity  and  Intelllganee.  Two  (2)  two-man  teams  provided  direct  support  to  each 
Infantry  Battalion.  One  connunicatlon  security  team  provided  an  average  of  6.^ 
hours  of  listening  coverage  dally.  The  404th  RR  Detachment  provided  ninety  (90) 
enemy  locations  throughout  the  operation,  many  of  which  were  bombarded  by  artillery. 

f.  Final  Analveiat  Introduction  of  the  lV3d  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate) 
Into  the  Mat  Tao  area  probably  disrupted  the  plans  and  movemsnte  of  VC  units  with¬ 
in  and  around  the  AO.  Extensive  use  of  air  strikes  and  artillery  forced  the  VC  to 
abandon  several  base  camps  and  storage  areas,  leaving  behind  large  qviantltles  of 
equipnent  and  weapons.  The  destruction  of  base  camps  and  equipment  losses  rep¬ 
resents  what  should  be  a  serious  supply  setback  for  VC  elements  in  the  "Toledo* 

AO. 

12.  Concept  of  the  Operation:  The  173d  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate)  conducted 
Operation  "Toledo"  in  five  (3)  phases  as  follows: 

a.  PV:ase  I  -  Movement  to  Area  of  Operation  (10  August  to  13  August) : 

The  Brigade  moved  into  its  AO  by  a  series  of  motor  marches  and  helicopter  lifts. 

On  100800H  August,  TF  l/503d  Inf  with  the  Brigade  Jwp  CP  moved  from  Bien  Hoa  to 
Itosltlon  by  road  convoy  at  110700H  August.  TF  2/^3d  Inf  with  TF  4/ 503d  Inf,  at¬ 
tached  for  the  movement  only,  moved  by  road  convoy  to  position  Castile  closing  at 
12115SH  August.  At  I3O965H  August,  TF  2/503d  Inf  air  assaulted  12/Position  Gran¬ 
ada  (TS  813965)  with  no  coataet.  Inf  and  4/ 503d  Inf  air  landed  at  Position 

Ck'anada  and  moved  south  into  Ao  2  and  1  respectively.  Tne  3/319th  Arty  air  landed 
at  Position  Granada,  thus  establishing  the  Brigade  fire  support  base  (FSB).

c .  I  .  qaa  HI  -  Search  and  DeBtroy  Oiiaratiuna  out  of  l‘u3ition  (iold  {2'i 
Auguat  to  1  beptambar) :  On  22  Autruat,  A/503d  Inf  moved  into  AO  S  to  commence 
search  and  destroy  operations.  l/^OJd  Inf  secured  the  FOH  at  I'oaition  Gold 
and  on  23  August,  2/503d  Inf  moved  into  AO  6  for  search  and  destroy  operationa. 
2/18th  Inf  entered  the  AO  on  2i»  August,  supported  by  b/l/28th  Inf  and  A/l/7th 
Arty. 

d.  Phase  IV  -  Search  and  Destroy  Operations  out  of  Hosition  Huby  (2 
September  to  6  September) :  On  6  and  7  September  all  elements,  organic  to  the 
173d  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate),  returned  to  llien  Hoa,.  All  non-organic  el¬ 
ements  wore  released  from  OPCON  (Operational  Control)  of  the  173d  Airborne  Bri¬ 
gade  (Separate)  during  this  period. 

13.  Execution; 

D  -  Day  (10  August  1966) 

a.  The  173d  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate)  commenced  Operation  "Toledo"

with  the  Ist  phase  of  positioning  its  elesents  in  the  "Toledo"  AO  south  of 
GU  Ray  and  southwest  of  X'jan  Loc.  At  0800  hours,  TF  l/503d  Inf  departed  Bien 
Hoa  base  camp  by  road  convoy  and  moved  to  Position  Castile  in  the  area  of  Gia 
Ray,  closing  at  1105  hours.  The  Brigade  Jump  CP  was  located  at  YT  634113.  One 
■an  of  E/17th  Cav  sustained  injuries  when  he  detonated  a  boobytrapped  claymore 
■ine. 

D  +  1  (11  August  1966) 

b.  The  173d  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate)  continued  Operation  "Toledo" 
in  the  Half  Tao  Secret  Zone  with  the  Brigade  CP  opening  at  Position  Castile  at 
TT  629113  at  1208  hours.  TP  3/319th  Arty  and  rf  Support  BattaUon  closed  at 
Position  Castile  tram  lien  Hoa  by  road  convoy  by  1305  hours. 
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The  l/SOJtl  Iivf  continued  to  mecure  I'oeltlon  Ceetile  end  conducted  loeel 
eecurity  operetiona.  The  Reeon  pletoon  of  the  l/WDd  Inf,  with  one  pUtoon  of 
K/l/th  C4V  4nd  one  pletoon  of  D/16th  Armor,  cotiducted  4  roedrunner  o|>oretlon  north 
of  Gie  hey  for  epproximelely  10  kilometora  retiu-nln^  to  Position  Cast  lie  without 
inc idant .

D  +  2  (12  Auguat  19b6) 

e.  The  173d  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate)  contijiued  Operation  "Toledo" 
south  of  Gie  Ray.  The  2/303d  Inf  conducted  an  air  aueault  on  Position  Granada 
(TS  1)13965)  commencing  at  OBIa  hours  and  secured  the  LZ  at  0906  hours  with  neg¬ 
ative  VC  contact. 

The  A/503d  Inf  air  landed  at  Position  Granada  from  lOOA  hours  to  10A9 
hours.  They  subsequently  moved  south  across  the  Gia  lo  River  into  AO  1  to  com¬ 
mence  search  and  destroy  operations  near  IS  8179AS. 

The  l/503d  Inf  completed  air  landing  into  Position  Granada  by  1242 
hours  and  they  initiated  movement  south  across  the  Gia  lo  river  to  AC  2  in  the 
vicinity  of  IS  799000. 

The  3/319th  Arty  lifted  into  Position  Granada  by  Ch-47  aircraft  and 
had  one  battery  positioned  by  1040  hours.  The  battalion  completed  movement  by 
1837  hours  utilising  a  total  of  63  CH-47  sorties. 

S/l7th  Cav  conducted  a  roadrunner  operation  to  near  Sul  Cat  thereby 
securing  the  road  back  to  Position  Castile,  facilitating  the  movement  of  the 
resupply  coovoy  and  Vtry  A/2/l3th  Arty.

Thay  re- 
aalnad  In  thaaa  ponltlona  throughout  tha  huura  of  darknaaa .  At  203U  houra,  a 
duatot'f  hallcoptar  eraahad  approxlaataly  800  matera  northeaat  of  Foaltlon  Gra¬ 
nada,  killing  tha  2  pilota  and  lnjurii\g  two.  The  wreckage  waa  aacured  by  al- 
ananta  of  tha  2/ 303d  Inf. 

D  +  3  (13  Auguat  1966) 

d>  Tha  173<1  Airborne  Hrigada  (Separata)  continued  Operation  "Toledo" 
aouth  of  Gla  Kay  (YT  629113).  The  i/303d  Inf  continued  to  aecure  Poaition  Caa- 
tila  (YT  628112).  Elamenta  of  the  l/503d  Inf  recun  platoon,  E/17th  Cav  and 
D/16th  Armor  conducted  a  roadrunnor  operation  north  (uung  the  highway  to  a  po¬ 
aition  approximataly  15  kilometara  north  of  Gia  hay  and  returned  without  con¬ 
tact. 

The  2/ 503d  Inf  and  4/503d  Inf  departed  Bien  Hoa  and  closed  at  Poaition 
Caatile  at  1155  houra.  At  0952  houra,  elements  of  2/ 503d  Inf  received  sporadic 
small  arms  fire  at  vicinity  TT  343101.  Fire  was  returned  with  unlmown  results.

E/17th  Cev,  with  eleousnts  of  D/l6th  Armor  end  the  173<i  Ert^'.inoer  Com- 
peny,  moved  southeest  elong  Route  1  to  the  dwneKod  bridges  et  YS  673033  end  YT 
69A027 •  At  0907  hourej  eleioents  of  E/17th  Cev  suffered  6  WlA's  from  a  cusunand 
detonated  cleymore  mine  et  YT  693026.  VC  casualties  from  the  action  were  unknown 
The  two  bridges  were  repaired  at  1630  hours  taking  113  3-ton  dump  truck  loads  to 
fill.  The  E/17th  Cev's  petrols,  Kelly  (YT  624033)  and  Elaine  (YT  784017),  re¬ 
mained  in  position  with  negative  VC  contact.  Riot  Control  Agent  (RCA)  was  used 
on  line  from  YS  683732  to  YS  683738  at  1643  hours.  274  CS  grenades  were  released 
from  a  UH-IB  helicopter,  equipped  with  the  troop  landing  smoke  screen  system  to 
flush  VC  from  prepared  positions  prior  to  an  air  strike.

f.  The  173d  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate)  continued  Operation  "Toledo" 
south  of  Gia  Ray  with  the  2/303<i  YtbT  securing  the  FSB  at  Position  Granada. 

The  1/303<1  Inf  and  4/ 303d  Inf  continued  operations  in  AO  2  and  1  re¬ 
spectively  with  negative  contact.

g.  TKa  173<1  Alrboraa  Brigade  (Separate)  continued  to  work  la  the  area 
south  of  Gia  Ray  oa  Operalioa  “Toledo".

The  bicycles  were 

destroyed  and  the  generator  was  evacuated. 

D  +  12  (22  August  1%6) 

B.  The  173<1  Airborne  Brigade  (Separate)  continued  Operation  "Toledo" 

south  of  Gia  Hay  and  southeast  of  Yuan  Loc.  The  l/503d  Inf  conducted  an  air  as¬

Haintenanco,  and  bSO,  173d  Support  Battalion.  Infantry  battalions  and  3/3I9th 
Art;  trains  ware  also  located  at  the  GSUC  complex.  Security  for  the  BSUC  at  Gla 
Ray  was  provided  by  elements  of  Troop  b,  17th  Cav  and  Company  D,  16th  Armor  while 
amcurity  at  Xuan  Loc  was  provided  by  platoons  from  E/17th  Cav  and  A/303d  Inf. 

a.  Supply  and  Transportation:  Resupply  of  the  Brigade  was  accomplished 
daily  by  road  convoy  (land  LUC)  from  Blen  Hoa/Long  Blnh  to  Gia  Ray  and  later  to 
Xuan  Loc.  The  173d  Support  Battalion  furnished  Clar^  I,  II,  and  IV  ItsBis  while 
tbs  let  Logistical  Conmand  units  furnished  Class  111,  .XIIA,  and  V  Items.  Three 
officers  and  twenty-four  enlisted  men  operated  the  Brigade  Supply  Office,  Re¬ 
supply  of  the  forward  infantry  battalions  and  forward  artillery  elements  was  ac¬ 
complished  by  UH-1  and  CH-47  aircraft,  utilizing  a  total  of  748  and  163  sorties 
respectively  for  the  entire  operation.  Elements  that  were  in  road  contact  with 
the  BSOC  were  resupplied  by  road  convoy.  A  total  of  3«i94*2  short  tons  (ST)  of 
supplies  ware  handled  during  the  operation.  Breakdown  by  Class  of  supply  is  as 
follows:

A  gravss  registration  (CR)  team  waa  attached  to  tbs  Brigade  and  provided  GR  cover¬ 
age.  A  shower  point  facility  was  established  by  an  element  of  the  266th  Supply 
and  Service  Battalion. 

b.  Maintensnea :  A  contact  team  frcB  Company  D  Maintenance,  173d  Support 
Battalion,  provided  direct  support  (DS)  maintenance  employing  two  officers  and  26 
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eiiliebed  sen.  Support  h«3  pruvivlaj  fur  all  types  of  equljAisnt  organic  to  ttie  Bri¬ 
gade  except  aviation,  cheaical,  aedicai,  cryptugrapBic  and  quarts maater  air  Iteais. 
Back  up  maintenanrs  and  supply  sui'port  was  p-rovldecl  by  Co  D  Kalntsnance  whici;  ra- 
aainsd  at  blen  Hoa.  Daily  resupply  was  accoapllahed  by  ansad  vehicle  convoys  be- 
twooii  Bien  Hoa  ar\J  tlia  forward  area.  Unserviceable  direct  exchange  (DI)  items 
and  miservieaable  laajor  aaseahlics  were  evacuated  to  Bien  Koa  on  the  return  move- 
aont  of  the  daily  resupply  convoys  During  Operation  "Toledo",  a  total  of  389  Jobs

Jobs  not  completed,  at  the  time  the  operation  terminated,  were  returned  to  Bien 
Hoa  where  necesaary  repairs  are  being  made. 

c.  Medical:  Company  B  Med  provided  medical  support  for  Operation  "Toledo", 
employixvg  foiu-  officers  and  37  enlisted  men,  offering  full  medickl,  surgical,  and 
dental  support.  One  surgeon  from  the  7th  Surgical  Hospital  was  attached  to  the 
Brigade  for  the  entire  operation.  The  forward  clearing  station  served  as  the  pri¬ 
mary  evacuation  facility,  receiving  patients  via  Dustoff  helicopter.  Patients  re¬ 
quiring  further  medical  attention  were  evacuated  via  helicoiAer  or  road  convoy, 
depending  on  the  nature  and  seriousness  of  the  injury.  A  twenty  bed  holding  fac¬ 
ility  was  maintained  in  the  field  with  a  72  hours  holdizxg  policy.  Back  up  anpport 
was  maintained  by  Company  B  Hed  at  Bisn  Hoa,  ths  3d  MASH,  and  the  93d  Evacjation 
Hosptlal.  A  total  of  573  patients/casualties  were  treated  during  the  entire  op¬ 
eration. 

d,  Comunlcations:  The  primary  means  of  ccnmunication  between  units  was 
ni  voice  radio,  with  interior  cobdo  provided  by  wire.  A  UHF  resepter  was  used 
between  the  forward  Brigade  TUC  and  the  rear  Brigade  TOC.  No  problems  were  en- 
coimtered  with  communications  except  the  effect  of  water  in  AN/FSC-J  roadsets, 
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16.  Reevilte  of  Qperetlon  "Toledo";  The  etetlctlcel  reeulti  of  Uperetion 
"Toledo"  eerve  to  enpheelie  the  nature  of  the  fl^htln;  which  waa  characterlaed  by 
ejctreael/  abort  eivcajteaenta  with  a  fleeting  ene^r  and  the  VC'a  preference  of  aban¬ 
doning  baaa  ceMpa  and  auppllaa  rather  than  fighting.

17.  Spscial  EQuifsnti 

a.  Dus  to  the  dense  eegatation  and  lack  of  suitable  clearings  for  land¬ 
ing  sones  in  the  operational  area,  it  was  necessary  on  aay  oecassions  to  use 
power  chain  saws  for  preparing  lZ*a  for  extraction  of  casualties  and  resupply  of 
equipHRt.  These  Iteao  of  squiisant  proved  to  ha  invaluable  in  this  task. 
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b.  The  ctiemical  equl^iueiit  ilotector  was  employed  in  the  initial  atap.es 
of  the  ojwration.  It  was  found  to  bo  uauleoe  in  Jmv’le  areas  due  to  the  operator 
leiMf.  -^.ablo  to  move  fast  enovigh  to  stay  beyond  his  own  influence.  Additionally, 
l  .'ic  e.piinDont  is  bulky  and  fragile,  battery  life  is  also  ivisatisfactory . 

IH.  Oouniander '  s  Analysis  and  Lessons  Learned: 
a.  Coiunander's  Analysis: 

(1)  Operation  "Toledo"  was  directed  at  locating  and  destroying  VC/ 
NVa  units  In  the  Hap  I’ao  becret  Hone  and  later  to  seek  and  destroy  VC/NVA  elements 
In  Phuoc  Tuy  and  Long  Klianh  lYovlnces.  The  VC  In  these  areas  elected  not  to  fight 
against  the  173d  Airborne  Brigade  (beparate).  Of  the  95  contacts,  none  were  with 
eleiaenta  larger  than  a  VC  platoon.  In  every  case  the  VC  fled  after  initial  con¬ 
tact, 

(2)  It  was  determined  that  the  5th  VC  Division  (Main  Force)  had  no 
fixed  installation  in  the  Mto  Tao  area.  Hersonnol  of  the  250th  NVA  infiltration 
group  were  found,  indicating  their  infiltration.  The  most  significant  aspect  of 
Operation  "Toledo"  was  the  Large  scale  capture  and  destruction  of  vast  quantities 
of  weapons,  ananunition,  equipment  and  food  stuffs  found  in  the  operational  area, 
indicating  extensive  VC  supply  and  cache  activities.  Introduction  of  the  Brigade 
into  the  May  Tao  dlstrupted  the  plans  and  moveiaent  of  VC  units  within  the  AO. 

(3)  The  Civic  Action/Psychological  Operations  program  which  was 
coordinated  with  local  Vietnamese  officials  had  a  significant  effect  on  the  people 
in  the  area.  The  image  of  the  American  soldier  improved  greatly  by  the  construc¬ 
tive  actions  of  our  troope.  In  addition,  aid  and  sanitation  measures  were  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  Vietnamese  people  through  the  distribution  of  foodstuffs,  medical 
and  dental  treatment  by  MEDCAP  and  DEMTCAP  teams.  Repairs  and  construction  by 
the  173d  Engineers  also  enhanced  the  American  Image  in  these  areas.  The  security 
provided  by  the  presence  of  US  forces,  not  only  relieved  the  people  of  their  fear 
of  the  VC,  but  also  strengthed  the  position  of  local  Vietnamese  Officials.  This

14)  latellt^aaca  had  aedlcal  suppliaa  capAurad  indicated  lat  the 
VC  aara  liard  bit  bjr  hhlhrlh.  Mian  aleMntB  of  the  4/503d  Inf  antorad  the  area 
and  rena..  led  for  aeveiel  daya  they  too  aara  exposed  and  infected  by  the  moaqul- 
toes  and  at  the  end  of  the  operation  reported  sany  cassb  of  aalarla. 
b.  l.eaBoaB  Laarhed; 

(1}  As  with  all  operatloaa,  cartala  new  techniques  were  developed 
to  iacreaae  affioiency  of  aparatlana.  Is  order  to  naintain  an  enaily  accessible 
aad  free  axahaace  of  laforaatloa  (aad  due  to  the  classj^ied  nature  of  the  ixfor- 
Bation),  it  la  necessary  to  kaep  the  HI  Detactiaent  ae<sr  the  Brigade  TOC.  Sep¬ 
aration  of  the  HI  Detaehnent  froa  the  TOC  increases  reaction  tiue  to  intelligast 
infomatioa.  This  separation  reatriets  tha  flow  of  Infornatioa  and  thus  tends 
to  reduce  the  orerall  affeetiveneas  of  the  vnit. 

(2)  "Stay-Cehiod*  anbush  techniques  again  have  proven  to  be  inval¬ 
uable.  When  the  aission  objectives  and  need  for  resupply  force  the  VC  to  return 
to  their  base  caapt  stay  behind  aabush  sites  were  effective  in  destroying  the  VC. 
Stay  behind  oabuehes  should  be  equipped  with  clayaore  aines,  an  M60  aschine  gun 
and  a  designated  eoaahnder  responsible  for  triggering  the  ambush. 

(3)  The  increase  in  aalaris  cases  made  it  necessary  to  take  the 
teaperature  of  each  aan  twice  d&ily  in  order  to  evaluate  potential  CBees  prior 
tc  each  'lay's  operatloh.  If  a  nan  appeared  to  be  running  a  fever,  he  could  be 
evacuated  prior  to  eoaneneeaeat  of  the  days  activities.  Incidence  of  nalaria 
iaereased  when  units  rsaalnsd  over  night  in  foraar  VC  caapa. 

(4)  Whan  om  patrol,  it  is  vitally  necessary  that  a  line  ot  eoaual- 
eitioa  (to  the  other  slsaents  la  the  uait)  be  epen  at  all  tines.  A  radio  failure 
could  asan  the  lives  of  every  aaa  on  the  patrol.  One  aabush  patrol  during  this 
eperatioB  had  such  faUnra  after  having  spotted  73  -  lOO  VC.  The  iaportsncs  of 
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keaplng  squl]Mant  In  aarvlcaatiis  orcior  can  not  M  owr-aapbaaiaed.  ijne  way  ot 
pravantin^;  railura  la  to  Itiaura  that  ttie  radio  handaat  do«i>  not 

CCOB  wet  br  protecting  it  In  a  plaat.ic  bag.  hTo'a  should  at  all  tidies  tw  sure 
that  their  equipaent  ia  in  perfect  wurkliig  order. 

(5)  Troops  employed  have  a  tendency  to  fire  prematurely  whan  obser¬ 
ving  enemy  troope.  Additional  Indoctrination  is  necessgry  to  emphasis  the  isi- 
portancB  of  letting  the  enemy  move  in  closer  with  the  higher  possibility  of 
achieving  first  round  kills.  Units  must  also  conduct  additional  markeaianship 
training  while  in  base  camp  with  amphasie  on  rapid,  snap  fire  shooting  and  alsLing 
low. 

(6)  The  Civil  Affairs  program  has  continued  to  enhance  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  US  forces  and  Vietnamese  populace.  It  has  also  been  found  that  pub~ 
licising  the  soecasa  of  previous  engagements  has  been  effective  in  demoralizing 

VC  elements.  This  type  of  Psychological  Operation  should  be  continued  until  such 
time  that  the  VC  realize  the  futility  of  their  efforts.
